Herbert, probably about as successfully as photography will admit 
of, and where they are absent the reproduction is all that could 
possibly be desired. He cgntinues, specially with reference to the 
present play : — " It is quite excellent. There is hardly anything else 
for me to say ; but I should like to suggest still greater care not to 
over-blacken the pages which contain decorative work, and in 
painting out the clip-marks."
